GETS INJUNCTION 
AGAINST ACCUSERS 
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Suspended Telegraphers’ Secre- 
tary Has Trial Re- 
strained. 


A temporary restraining order p:ohib- 
iting the board of directors of the Or- 
der of Railroad Telegraphers from pro- 
ceeding further with the trial of charges 
against Lewis K. Marr of Philadelphia, 
suspended secretary of the board, and 
from making any disbursements of the 


mortuary fund, which Marr formerly 
controlled, was issued by Judge Fin- 
kelnburg of the United States Circuit 
Court Saturdfiy. Marr's home is at 170” 
North Fifty-second street, Philadelphia. 
The defendant members of the board of 
directors were also ordered to appear 
before Judge Finkelnburg Aug. 21 and 
show cause why an injunction to the 
same effect should not be issued. 

The injunction suit filed Saturday 
was brought by four fellow-members 
of the organization—J. Webb Richman.

The whipping of unruly convicts has 
not been under the direct supervision of 
Warden Hall, and his connection with 
it has been that he merely permitted to 
continue a custom established several 
decades ago. 

Convicts in the Missouri Penitentiary 
have, even so late as the last three days, 
been whipped -with a broad leather 
strap until blood came to the wounds 
‘where the strap tore the skin. Men 
have gone to the prison hospital suffer- 
ing from the effect of such blows and 
have lain sick for days. 

Will Have No More Cruelty. 


While the Warden realizes the dangers 
to prison discipline apt to arise from a 
change in the punishment meted out 
to desperate criminals he has announced 
his determination to prevent further 
cruelty to convicts. 

Prisoners have been whipped for a 
variety of offenses against the prison 
rules, though the most common was the 
refusal to work. It is not denied by 
objectors to the whipping post that 
many convicts frequently need chastise- 
ment, but it is their contention that the 
whip ts brutal. 

In the Missouri Prison are several fac- 
tories. The contractors pay the State 
for the work of the convicts. There are 
many prisoners who would not work 
when they) were free men. They shirk 
work in the prison. A certain task is 
allotted to each. and he is expected to 
perform that task in a given number of 





hours. 

When a man fails to perform his task 
for any reason except sickness, he | 
reported by the foreman to the guard 
in charge of the prisoners in that fac- | 
tory. At the close of the day, those | 
convicts who have been reported are 
sent to the “Old Hall,”’ in which is lo- 
cated the whipping post. 

Of all the gloomy buildings within the 
gloomy walls of the pris: he ‘Old 
Hall” is the most dismal. .. has con- 
fined the worst criminals that have ever 
entered the prison. In it at the present 
time are Vaughn, Ryan and Raymond, 
the convicts who made a desperate dash 
for liberty last November, when two 
Suards and one convict were killed. 
From their dungeon cells they can hear 
the blows rained upon the backs of the 
prisoners undergoing punishment. 


Hands Locked to Post. 


Several upright posts first attract the 
attention of one entering the ‘Old 
Hall.’ In these posts, slightly higher 
than a man’s head, are iron rings. The 
convict to be punished is handcuffed 
and the cuffs are fastened to one of 
these rings. He is then permitted to 
make any statement of extenuating cir- 
cumstances connected with his infrac- 
tion of the rules. An officer determines 
the degree of punishment—the number 
of lashes to be given. 

His shirt is then rolled up to his neck, 
a& guard grasps the whip, a strap of 
heavy leather nearly an inch wide and 
of the thickness of a piece of belting, 
with a wooden handle. The first blow 
always brings forth a cry of pain. Then 
other blows are struck. The Warden 
Says a convict is seldom struck more 
than four times, except in very rare 
cases. 

After one man has been whipped, an- 
other, who has heard the cries of the 
first, is called and given similar treat- 
ment. It is so continued until all who: 
have been reported are punished. The 
whipping is always done between 5 and 
6 o'clock in the afternoon. 

Investigation shows that no convict 
has, been punished without cause, 
Though many cases were investigated, 
it was found there had been either a 
serious infraction of the rules or the 
convict, though in good health, had at- 
tempted to shirk the duties laid out for 
him. The complaint has been not 
against the prison officers so much for 
inflicting the punishment as it has been 
against the system. It has been con- 
tended that the mode of punishment 
was radically wrong, and that no mat- 
ter how carefully the whipping was ad- 
ministered it was nécessarily brutal. 


Doubts Wisdom of Whipping. 


‘“T have never been entirely satisfied 
the whipping post was a proper 
mode of punishment,” said Warden Hall, 
“It cannot help but be cruel to a cer- 
tain extent. It has been the custom in 
the Missouri Penitentiary for many 
years, since the institution was first 
founded. I believe, for corporal punish- 
ment to be administered, and I hesi- 
tated upon assuming the duties of this

It was nearly 2 a. m. when Dr. 
Becker arrived. Already the hospital 
had been notified by telephone and 
Miss Gray and two physictans hur- 
ried to the Assman home: It was ap- 
parent, said Dr. Becker, that the pa- 
tient was suffering from some ¢corro- 
sive, and the poison had already 
taken effect, and it was plain that 
she could not recover. 

Mrs. Assman told a reporter that Miss 
Iw Master came to her because thé girl 
knew no one else in the city, had made 
her home there for a time and had fre- 
quently called at her house. 

“I regret that I did not get to see the 
man who came with her,’ said Mrs. 
Assman. “I recognized se’s voice 
when I! heard her say ‘I am so sick.’ 
and when she asked for me, calling m: 
‘ma’ as she always did. r 

“l ran downstairs and just saw th- 
man as he was leaving. ‘I thank you 
very much for seeing me home,’ said 
Rose to him as he was ieaving. He 
made no reply. Then I asked Rose why 
~— had come to my house if she was 
sick. 

“ ‘Because you are the only friend $ 
have,’ she replied, ‘and because the 
nurseg have treated me so badly.’ Sh2 
was se weak she could not support her- 
self and leaned on me. 

“The doctor said she was suffering 
grom poison. I asked her many times 
how she took it. but she said she had 
only drunk two glasses of ice cream 
soda. She denied taking anything else. 

“I believed that she had been drugged, 
and I asked her who she had gone out 
with. She replied that she had been 
at Delmar Garden, but would not an- 
swer who she had been with. But I 
know,she did not go by herself. I 
know she has gone out of evenings be- 
fore with students, and I believe she 
was out with one last night. The poor 
child suffered terribly and was perfect- 
ly conscious up to a.few moments be- 
fore the end.”’ 

Miss Gray said that the man who ac- 
companied Miss La Master to Mrs. Ass- 
man’s was a stranger whom the girl 
had met on the street after she had left 
the car. But Miss Gray could not tell 
what car Miss La Master had left nor 
where she had been. 

The girl’s body was removed from the 
Assman house at 4 p. m., Friday, and.a 
post mortem was held at the Morgue. 
Dr. Becker was present. He said there 
were traces of arsenic in the stomach, 
but he could not tell how long it had 
been taken before he was called, nor 
how it was administered. 


Was Not Arsenic Eater. 


Miss Cady, a Washington University 
nurse who roomed with Miss Lamaster 
at the nurses’ dormintory, was In tears 
when seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter 


Saturday morning. 
“IT think I was the best friend Rose 


had,’’ she said. 


‘Thursday evening we ate supper to- 
gether at the hospital. She knew she 
had been dismissed from the training 
school the day before, but she donned 
her uniform and’*went into the ward 
with me. 

“Dr. O. Wayne Smith, the superin- 
tendent, saw her and told her to leave 
the hospital. He reminded her that she 
had been dismissed the day previous. 

‘Miss Lamaster went to the dormi- 
tory and then went out for a car ride. 
When she returned she was dying. She 
had not been ill. On the contrary, she 
was a healthy looking girl with a ruddy 
complexion. She was not a victim of 
the arsenic habit. I do not believe she 
took drugs of any kind. I would cer- 
tainly have known about it had such 
been the case. 

“She spent a great deal of her time off 
duty at the nurses’ home. Sometimes 
she went out in the evening with young 
men and was almost invariably accom- 
panied by other couples. She returned 
early. She knew a few medical stu- 
dents. Most all nurses do. We meet 
them at the hospital. I don't believe 
she cured particularly for any one.

PANAMA, Aug. 11.—The police last 
night eaptured 17 Colombians, former 
revolutionary Generals, on the charge 
of conspiring against high national au- 
thorities. The prisoners, during the 
revolution of 1900, distinguished them- 
selves by their aepredations in the in- 
terior of the Isthmus.

Cut Rate Excursion Tickets 
Cause Vendor's Arrest, 


Judge Sidener, formerly on the bench 
of the City Hall Police Court, and his 
cousin, Howard Sidener, stood up 
against each other for the first time 
Saturday in the court over which the 
former at one time presided. It was in 
the case of Robert Hutchinson, accused 
of selling steamer tickets without a H- 
cense. 

Hutchinson had been selling gum on 
the levee. He charged 5 cents a pack- 
age for the gum, but if a person wished 
he would allow him to buy two sticks 
of gum for 15 cents and would give him 
a ticket on an excursion steamer.

CONTROL OF FRANCHISES 





City Can Revoke or Revise 
Grants to Public Service 
Companies. 





HOW TO FIX THE RATES 





Not Necessary to Consider 
Water in Stock, but Only 
Actual Investment. 





Frank K. Ryan has made a special 
study of problems of public control 
of public service corporations and of 
municipal ownership, dealt with by 
Gev. Folk in his Stuartsville specch. 
As a whole, the speech defined views 
on these points to which Mr. Ryan 
has long been favorable. It may be 
added in defining his position that 
though he declined the place on the 
Police Board offered him recently by 
the Governor, he has not changed the 
views he held as “an origiifal Folk 


man.” 
The Governor's plan of regulation 


through a State Board with complete 
municipal ownership as a final pos- 
sibility for St. Louis and other cities 
which prefer it to the present sys- 
tem, seems to Mr. Ryan to present no 
legal difficulties and to invoive no 
radical departure from existing laws. 

“The system proposed by the Gov- 
ermor as it loqks to the possibility of 
municipal ownership, would be mere- 
ly an extension of the principles of 
existing State laws in Missouri,” Mr. 
Ryan said. “Under laws already 
enacted, Missouri cities now have the 
right to own and operate water- 
works, gas plants and "electric light 
plants. This grant of authority from 
the Legislature to cities of the fourth 
class seems never to have been ques- 
tioned, and it is only a matter finally 
of extending it as the need appears. 
“In the case of St. Louis, we seem to 
have facts and conditions peculiarly fa- 
vorable to municipal ownership, and 
Gov. Folk seems to have grasped the 
situation in his usual emphatic and 
So far as our street 
railways are concerned, the city char- 
ter gives St. Louis advantages which 
are probably unequaled elsewhere in 
the United Statees. : 


A Few Compantes Control. 


“Under the general situation which 
has developed, all the public utilities of 
the city are now controlled by only two 
or three corporations. Besides. the 
North American Co., we have the Ter- 
minal Association and the two telephone 
companies, and, taking them together, 
they have everything visible in the city. 
The North American Co. of New Jer- 
sey controls the Laclede Gaslight Co. 
and the Union Electric Light, Heat and 
Power Co.’s consolidating all the elec- 
tric light companies except the La- 
clede, which is reported to be about 
to be taken into the combination. 

“In addition to the light, head and 
power companies of the city, this same 
company, by the merger between the 
United Railways and the Suburban sys- 
tems, acquires complete control of the 
use of the streets for passenger traffic. 
All that the North American Co. leaves 
out is controlled by the Terminal Asso- 
ciation and the two telephone compa- 


“While apparently local, the two com- 
panies which control the city's tel- 
ephone communication are seemingly

In his opinion, he set forth the 
power given the city to repeal or 
change all existing street railway 
charters and cited in connection with 
it the well-known decision of the 
United States Supreme’ Court, with 
the opinion rendered by Justice Mil- 
ler, upholding the validity of such re- 
peal in a similar case taken to the 
Supreme Court from Boston. 

“I Know of nothing in the consti- 
tution of the State or the decisions 
interpreting it, to interfere with the 
System of control proposed by Gov. 
Folk for the public service corpora- 
tions of St. Louis and other cities of 
the State. Existing laws seem to es- 
tablish its principles in advance of 
the action of the Legislature neces- 
re establish its practical opera- 

“In practical operation it would be 
called on as a matter of course to de- 
cide what is a fair return from the 
tegen for service rendered the public 
y each corporation controlling pub- 
lic utilities. It seems obvious enough 
that in some cases the result would 
be a material reduction in charges. 
Cleveland lacks advantages enjoyed 
by St. Louis, but in Cleveland a street 
railway company which is unques- 
tionably responsible, is making a 
plucky fight to obtain the privilege of 
carry passengers at 3 cents each, 

“Our local baseball magnate, Mr. 
Robison, ts one of those who ts at- 
tempting to break into Cleveland on 
this 3-cent basis. It would certainly 
be no less profitable in St. Louis than 
in Cleveland. There are still stronger 
indications of a reformed system in 
Detroit, where the. street railway 
combination which now dominates 
the town, is attempting to obtain a 
renewal of its privileges on the basis 
of eight fares to the general public 
for 25 cents, with special working- 
men’s fares of 10 for 25 cents. There 
seems to be no doubt at all that a 
3-cent fare would be a reasonable 
rate in St. Louls, and would give a 
reasonable profit. 


How Rates Can Be Fixed. 
“T’'nder the decision of the courts, this 
question of what is a reasonable rate or 
a reasonable return would be determined 
by the relations of the service to its 
cost, with actual investment considered 
as it actually enters into cost. The rule 
of law is that while proper legislative 
authority may fix a rate which will give 
a fair compensation, the rate must not 
be put below what would be a reason- 
able return for the cost of service and 
the money invested. 

“In order to determine the reasonable 
cost of service in each case, it is neces- 
sary to determine the reasonable amount 
of ostensible capital and not the amount 
of actual tapital which, as a result of 
bad judgment, or for any other cause, 
might have been lost or expended with- 
out actually entering into the cost of the 
service. The point which controlg is the 
fair cost of operating the plant with the 
necessary expense of doing so, including 
expense of necessary capital actually 
entering into the cost and such other 
items of actual expenses as wear and 
tear of plant. 

“The law gives assurance of fair re- 
turns for actual public service in estab- 
lishing any rates which may be fixed in 
the public interest, but in such a case 
as that of the North American Co., for 
example, and o& the public service cor- 
porations it controls in St. Louis, their 
nominal capital has no bearing in law 
on the question of fixing reasonable re- 
turns for their services when the nomin- 
al capital is found to exceed the items 
of the necessary cost of the service. 
‘There is no principle of law which would 
give them claim to a return on the face 
of their nominal capital when it is 
shown that this n nal capital has 
only a nominal relation to their neces- 
sary cost. 

“The system Gov. Folk proposes par- 
allels the plan carried through by 
Roosevelt as Governor of New York for 
taxing public gervice cdérporations which 
has since beefBupheld both by the New 
York Court of Appeals and the United 
States Supreme Court. 


Public Ownership Popular. 
“Under the aggressive leadership of 
Gov. Folk, I think it possible that. it 


will be adopted in Missouri. If the 
question of municipal ownership of 
street railways, gas, electric lights or 
any other public utility were submitted 
to the people of St. Louis, I have no 
doubt at all that it would be carried 
by a decided majority. I have no doubt 
either that any one of these depart- 
ments of public service would be at 
least as well managed by the city as 
it is now by a corporation or as the 
water service is now by the city. 

“The electric-light plant at the City 
Hall has greatly cheapened the cost of 
service under municipal management, 
but without going into such details 
the thing is self-evident. We should 
have no more waste and loss under 
municipal control than the waste and 
‘loss under corporation control, which is 
certainly great enough through defalca- 
‘tions and otherwise. We might finally 
, improve’ greatly existing conditions of 
corporation management, more cial- 
ly as it is well known,that the city’s 
established credit makes actually neces- 
sary capital cheaper for it than for 
private corporations, 

“As the question of water in the nom- 
inal capital of all such companies seems 
to me to fall outside of the question of 
law as it bears on fixing a fair return 
for their fair service, I do not attach 
ithe importance to it in this connection 
_that is attached to it sometimes by oth- 


ra. 
: “But oma the nominal $50,000,000 cap- 
ital of the Terminal Association, or the 











nominal capital of the street-car com- 
bination as the ideal between the United 
Railways and the Suburban system is 
said to involve over $100,000,000 capital, it 
seems to me that it would be an exag- 
geration to say that such sums repre- 
sent even half of what they purport 
to represent. In some cases the actual 
investments do not stand for a third 
of their nominal capital. It is on actual 
investment alone as it enters into actual 
cost of service that they can claim re- 
turns from the public when the public 
is fixing by law their fair and reason- 
able returns for the service they ren- 
der.’’ 

Illustrating the point of the relation 
of nominal capital to the capital which 
actually enters into the cost of the pub- 
lic service rendered, is the point devel- 
oped before Judge Sanborn of the United 
States Circuit Court in the suit of a 
minority stockholder, opposing the 
‘deal’ through which the Missouri-Edi- 
son Electric Light Co., the Citizens’ 
Electric Light Co., the Union company 
and the Imperial company, all developed 
into ‘subsidiary companies’’ of the 
North American. 

It was asserted in that case, that at 
the time of the consolidation the assets 
and property values of all kinds of the 
Union company, subject to the bonded 
debt of the Imperial company, did not 
exceed $600,000. Its nominal capital was 
then. $8,000,000 in common stock and 
$10,000,000 in preferred stock, with an 
authorized issue of $10,000,000 in first 
mortgage bonds. In the same suit it 
was asserted that the Citizens’ Electric 
Light and Power Co. never had assets 
exceeding $600,000, though it had in- 
creased its nominal capital from $750,000 
to $2,000.000. 

Real Traction Values. 

In the deal between the United Rail- 
wavs and Suburban systems, the values 
supposed to enter the transaction are 
nominally $45,000,000 in stock and $52,- 
000,000 in bonds, a total of $97,000,000 
for the United Railways Co. with a total 
of $11,500,000 for the Suburban, of which 
$4,000,000 is stock ‘and the re bonds. 
For comparison, we have the recently 
published figures of the values at which 
the Suburban system insured all its 
tangible assets except its tracks and 
wires. The total was only $1,076,000, 
with items of $628,000 for rolling stock, 
$92,000 for buildings and $356,000 for 
contents of buildings, including ma- 
chinery. 

As an illustration of the same condi- 
tions existing in the organization of the 
Terminal Asscciation, with its nominal 
capital of $60,000,000, was the plea made 
before the State Board of Equalization 
this year, that its common stock did 
not represent taxable values, but was 
something in the nature of a souvenir, 
distributed to members of the associa- 
tion with the understanding that the 
values printed on its face had no actual 
existence 

The nominal values affected by the 
system Gov. Folk proposes would run 
in St. Louis municipal-service corpora- 
tions alone somewhere between $200,000,- 
000 and $300,000,000, or over the latter 
amount, if nominal capital of ‘‘parent 
companies,’’ “holding companies’ and 
other corporations outside the State 
which control St. Louis companies, is 
taken into account. Under Mr. Ryan's 
view of the law, however, the Staté 
Commission would not have to stop to 
decide on questions of “‘stock watering,’’ 
but would proceed at once to the point 
of the fair cost of capital and all other 
items of fair cost actually and visibly 
entering into the cost of the service 
rendered.

Dramatic Scene at Headquarters 
When Mrs, Hill Faces 


Two Robbers. 


Specia! to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—Mrs. Wilhel- 
mina Virginia Hill, a young widow of 
Striking beauty, who 1s related to the 
lute Senator Ben Hill of Georgia, at 
police headquarters yesterday identified 
John Quinn as one of a pair of desper- 
ate burglars who forced their way into 
her house on the night of July 11. In 
addition to robbing and insulting her, 
Mrs. Hill alleges, Quinn beat her and 
attempted to chloroform her. 

“Don’t you dare breathe a word of 
this to anyone,” said Quinn before his 
departure. 

“If you do I'll bide my time and 
come back and murder you if I have 
to wait 10 years.”’ 

Mrs. Hill picked Quinn out from a 
row of 10 prisoners in the Detective Bu- 
reau and was positive in her identifica- 
tion. She was greatly excited and cre- 
ated a scene which the detectives pres- 
ent will long rémember. 

“You infamous coward!" she ex- 
claimed, her eyes flashing and her hands 
clenched as if to strike. 

“If we had you in my country we'd 
burn you alive at the stake.” 

The prisoner quailed and it was with 
difficulty that Sergt. Dunn prevented 


her from doing him violence. He did 
not attempt to deny his guilt in her 
presence. 

Mrs. Hill came here from her home 
in Galveston last October and fitted up 
the residence at 262 West Ninety-iourth 
street. 

Force Way Into House. 


Mrs. Hill was at dinner at 8 o'clock 
on July 11, when the burglars rang the 


bell. The maid went to the dcor and 
as she opened it Quinn, who is a tall, 
heavy-set man, eabout 32 years old, 


forced his way in and was followed by 
his companion, a smallér man, two or 
three years younger. Quinn demanded 
roughly to see ‘‘the lady of the nouse.”’ 
The maid, frightened, asked the man 
to be seated. She started for the din- 
ing room by the bed stairs and Quinn 
followed. 

“The first I knew of the presence of 
the men,’’ said Mrs, Hill, ‘‘was when the 
maid and Quinn came in from the back 
Stairs, through the butler’s pantry. 
About the same time the smaller bur- 
glar, who had climbed the front stairs 
without making a sound, entered the 
dining room from the upper front hall. 
The tall man played the leading part. 

‘It is a nice day,’ he began, walking 
coolly over and standing within two or 
three feet of my chair. ‘“‘My partner 
and I are detectives sent up from police 
headquarters. He showed a bandge on 
the inner side of his coat and added, 
‘We have been watching your house for 
a couple of weeks and we're not sure 
that everything is all right. We want 
to see what kind of a place you've got 
here. 

“Then they searched every part of the 
house. made me sign a check for $325. 
all I had in the bank and took all the 
money and jewelry I had.” 


Located Through Photos. 
Mrs. Hill first related the facts of the 


robbery to Chief Just#ce William F. 
Moore, a friend of her family. He sent 
her to Commissioner Bingham. She told 


her story in detail to Inspector Mc- 
Laughlin and furnished an accurate de- 
scription ot the burglars. Later she 
identified Quinn’s photograph from the 
Rogues’ Gallery and also the _ photo- 
graphs of a record man who she is sure 
was his partner. For nearly a month 
every policeman and detective in New 
York has been on the lookout for these 


two men. 
Quinn was arrested Thursday night. 
He has served at least one term for bur- 


glary. In Jefferson Market Court yes- 
terday he was held for examination 
Aug. 15.

Before 1865 the State Legisla- 
ture of Missouri granted incorporations, 
but it has not done so since then, 

“There is now no provision in the 
State Constitution whereby the State 
ean rescind: or take up a charter it has 
onee granted. 

“The famous Dartmouth College case, 
in which Daniel Webster made _ the 
speech that has made him '§ famous 
among the lawyers, is the precedent in 
cases of this kind. In that case it was 
desired to amend the incorporation act 
of the college, making many changes. 
Webster fought on the side of the col- 
lege and contended that the State could 
not change when once it had granted a 
charter to the college or to any other 
corporation. And Webster was upheld 
by the United States Supreme Court. 
That was in 1819. 

The proposed commission will neces- 
sarily, therefore, have to wait until 
the charter of the corporation under 
fire expires. Then it may recommend 
whatever changes it may see fit before 
a new charter is granted by the State 
but not until then. 

“That condition does not exist, how- 
ever. where the State has reserved in 
the charter the power to alter the privi- 
leges granted by it to the corporation 
that holds the charter. 

‘For instance, the street car com- 
panies can rightfully and lawtully speci- 
fy the fares they are to charge when 
their charters are drawn up and granted 
them. Extensive provisions are also 
made in the constitution in the matter 
of railroads. They are forbidden to dis- 
criminate on freight, overcharge, give 
rebates, employ advances and penalties 
are fixed for the violation of the law 
governing their very existence in the 
State. 

“No general statement can be made as 
to the almost numberless corporations , 
doing business in the State. Each char- 
ter must be studied and a different rul- 
ing will have to be made in almost every

The Republicans of the First Congressional Dis- 
trict had an interesting time at their convention at 
Macon, Mo., Wednesday. 

One lone delegate, Tom Sublette of Adair, offered 
a resolution that Gov.

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A MUNICIPAL ICE PLANT. 

The city of Mount Vernon, N. Y., has contracted 
for an ice plant to cost $50,000. It will be worked by 
a force of eight men and have a daily capacity of 
50 tons. It is estimated that this will just about 
fill the market, there being 25,000 inhabitants in the 
town. ; 

It is believed that this will enable the city to con- 
trol absolutely the price of ice. If individual deal- 
ers continue in the business they will have to reckon 
with a plant managed not for profit, but for public 
service. To compete they will have to make or cut 
ice at a cost considerably below the cost of the 
municipal plant. Monopolists have reason to fear 
the growth of the municipal idea. It used to be a 
fad; now it is useful as a menace, a warning to mo- 
nopolists that they must not be too greedy. A little 
re experience may convince the most conservative 
that the municipal ownership idea is not only useful 
as a threat but as a fact.

In nine years, it appears, Rochester 
saved a thousand babies. From 1588 to 
1896 that city lost 1638 babies in the sum- 
mer months of July and August. During 
the same months for the years 1897 -19yp 
only 761 babies died, although the popu- 
lation was greater by over 50,000 during 
the latter period. 

How did Rochester do it? The result 
is attributed to the intelligent work, ad- 
vice and preventive measures of the 
Health Board. Pure milk stations were 
established; cow stables were thorough- 
ly, inspected and regulated; cleanliness 
in washing milk bottles was inculcated, 
and circulars were distributed teaching 
mothers what to do and what not to do 
in order to keep the Infants well. The 
rules included pure air, plenty of sleep, 
bathing, care in clothing the babies, and 
80 on.

A vicious watchdog 
Sicpt just outside the tent every night. 
‘ithe aog was par.icularly fond of the 
child and of course was friendly to Mr. 
anag Mrs. Atkins. No one has been 
iound who heard the dog bark on the 
hight the child was drowned, 

Mrs. Atkins told Dooley of the trouble 
their family had had with a man who 
had once been their friend. After a 
quarrel he promised to get even Mrs. 
Atkins says. He said, according to Mrs. 
Atkins, “If I do kill anybody, the worst 
I'll get is to be sent back to the asylum. 
They will say I was crazy. I was there 
once.’ 

Otto Schiller and Alvin Zicick, young 
men who slept in the Atkins tent as 
guards against marauders, are held as 
witnesses for the Coroner's inquest. De- 
tective Dooley says there is no signifi- 
eance in their arrest. 

The Coroner's inquest which was to 
have been held at 10 a. m., Saturday, 
wus postponed by Coroner Baron at the 
request of Detective Dooley. He asked 
for a postponement until he can com- 
plete his investigation. 

“There are some queer things about 
the case I cannot discuss now’ said 
Dooley. “I have found some discrep- 
ancies in statements. Arrests may be 
made any time”

Vice-President Bland stepped grace- 
fully into the shoes of President Stewart 
during the latter’s absence from ‘J*ri- 
day's meeting of the Police Board when 
he attemtped to effect a reconciliation 
between Policeman Bernard Hegeinan 
and wife. 

Hegemann was charged with intoxica- 
tion. The main witness against him 
was his wife, Anna, who testified at last 
week’s meeting that Hegemann had 
come home drunk July 18 and after a 
quarrel with her had packed his trunk 
and left. Mrs. Hegemann held her 4- 
months-old baby while she testified. 

In finding Hegemann not guilty sev- 
ereal other witnesses having testified 
that the patrolman was sober, Mr. Bland 
told Mrs. Hegemann that the Board did 
not approve of her action in. bringing 
charges against her husband. 

‘Had your purpose in bringing the 
charges been to promote the standard of 
the police department you would not 
have waited until four days after the al- 
leged offense was committed,’ said Mr. 
Bland. 

“It «had no intention of bringing any 
charges against my husband,”’ said Mrs. 
Hegemann. “I was relating to Capt. 
Creecy how my husband had deserted 
me and when the Captain asked me if I 
could account for my husband's conduct 
I told him that my husband was drunk. 
Then Capt. Creecy got me to bring the 
charge of intoxication.”’ 


Should Protect Husband. 


‘Tt should be a woman’s first duty to 
protect her husband,” said Mr, Bland. 
“You two ought to settle your differ- 


ences and try to live together happily, 
especially for the sake of your little 
baby. I think you and your husband if 
you talk this matter over between your- 
selves will come to an understanding.”’ 

Then turning to Hegemann, Mr. Bland 
gaid: ‘‘While the board finds you not 
guilty of the charge of intoxication, 
there has been some evidence that you 
were drinking on the day mentioned.
